Medical reports show that 
people who suffered mild symptoms poisoning re- 
covered when they discontinued use lithium chloride. 

severe symptoms, the physician should 
consulted immediately. has been suggested that cau- 
tious intravenous administration sodium chloride 
solution may value treating poisoning from 
lithium chloride. 

The symptoms lithium chloride poisoning are 
drowsiness, weakness, loss appetite, nausea, tremors 
the extremities, blurring vision and coma.

Three Modes Fever Transmission 
Being Studied 


Three routes which fever may transmitted 
from infected livestock humans are now ‘‘under 
suspicion,’’ the light continuing studies reported 
Dorothy Beck the State Department Public 
Health and others the January 14, 1949, issue 
Public Health Reports.* 

Analysis 300 known cases fever Southern 
California has established that most victims (1) 
Used raw milk, (2) worked contact with livestock 
their products, (3) lived within several blocks 
dairy stockyard. 

most significant new finding that fever virus 
may possibly travel air infect some victims. 

About percent the patients whose case histories 
have been analyzed could direct contact with 
cattle, sheep, goats, animal products such raw 
milk fertilizer. These people merely lived near 
places where such animals were kept. This fact, plus 
the recent recovery fever virus from the dust 
sheep pen, indicate the possibility infection from 
wind-borne dust. However, suspected mode trans- 
mission has yet been incriminated with certainty. 

California, fever was first detected two years 
ago dairying section Los Angeles County. The 
disease has since been under continuous joint investiga- 
tion the Public Health Service, State Depart- 
ments Health and Agriculture, and the Los 
Angeles City and County Health Departments. Both 
human and animal infections have now been recognized 
all parts California. 

Mild cases fever resemble influenza the com- 
mon cold. Severe attacks may mimic pneumonia. Typi- 
symptoms are fever, severe headache and shaking 
(See California’s Health, March 31, 1948.)
